BELGIUM SINCE NOV 89. THE CREDIBILITY OF SOME INDIVIDUALS 
THE REPORTS IS GOOD. SOME SIGHTINGS HAVE BEEN 

EXPLAINED BY NATURAL/MANMADE PHENOMENA, SOME HAVE NOT. 

INVESTIGATION BY THE BAF CONTINUES. 


TEXT: 1. (U) NUMEROUS AND VARIOUS ACCOUNTS OF UFO 
SIGNTINGS HAVE SURFACED IN BELGIUM OVER THE PAST FEW 
MONTHS. THE CREDIBILITY OF THE OBSERVERS OF THE ALLEDGED 
EVENTS VARIES PROM THOSE WHO ARE UNSOPHISTICATED TO THOSE 
WHO ARE THE WELL EDUCATED AND PROMINENTLY PLACED.

ànd reputations without hesitation. Those few astronauts «ho have continued 
to have å participation In tha UFO fleld have had to do so very cautiously, 
There are several of us who do believe in UFO's and who have had occasion 
to see a UFO on the ground, or from an airplane.

Å few months ago you called me regarding an old friend of 
mine, William «Bill? Cooper. You asked me to confirm seeing 
and receiving documents from Bill Cooper on the night of his 
wedding in 1972.

of USSR: MEDIA REPORT HULTITUDE OF UFO SIGHTINGS 


Leading Soviet newspapers and journals have recently begun publishing 
an increasing number of articles and news reports on sightings of 
unidentified flying objects (UFOs) in various areas of the Soviet Union. 4 : 
"permanent center" for the study of UFOs has been established in Moscov to 
conduct research and support the investigation of reported sightings. 
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Setting the tone for this media coverage was an article in the 9 July 
1989 SOTSIALISTICHESKAYA INDUSTRIYA, which referred to many recent reports 
of UFO sightings in the USSR. Interviewed by the paper, P. Prokopenko, 
director of a laboratory for the study of "anomalous phenomena," stated 
that a “permanent center" for the study of UFOs is being established in the 
Soviet Union. In addition to conducting research and presenting lectures 
on UFOs, the center will support the investigation of reported sightings. 


In referring to an issue of the paper published in July 1988 that 
included a report on "an amazing event that took place on Hill 611 near the 
village of Dalnegorsk/ in Primorskiy Kray," the article noted that the event 
is still under investigation. Many observers saw a flying sphere crash 
into one of the hill’s twin peaks, and physicists and other scientists from 
the Siberian Division of the USSR Academy of Sciences are still studying 
the "fine mesh," "small spherical objects," and "pieces of glass" that are 
considered to be small remnants left behind by the sphere. According to 
the article, the alleged spacecraft vas nearly obliterated in the crash, 
but there appears to be enough material at the site for the scientists--a 
mixture of UFO "enthusiasts" and skeptics--to eventually "penetrate this 
mystery." 


In studying the site, scientist A. Makeyev reported finding gold, 
silver, nickel, alpha-titanium, molybdenum, and compounds of beryllium. 
One of the "skeptical" physicists from Tomsk has hypothesized that the so- 
called sphere could have been some kind of a "plasmoid," formed by the 
"interaction of geophysical force fields," vhich captured the elements 
found by Makeyev from the atmosphere on its trajectory toward 
disintegration on the hilltop. Other researchers have generally rejected 
this explanation since the amounts of various types of metals found at the 
site vould imply, according to this "plasmoid" theory, that "the 
concentration of metals in the atmosphere should exceed the present level 
by a factor of 4,000." 
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Some of the scientists have concluded that the object that crashed into 
Hill 611 vas an "extraterrestrial" space vehicle constructed by highly 
intelligent beings. Doctor of Chemical Sciences V. Vysotskiy stated that 
"without doubt, this is evidence of a high technology, and it is not 
anything of a natural or terrestrial origin." He cited the fact that the 
remnants of fine mesh included bits of thin threads with a diameter of only 
17 microns and that these threads, in turn, were composed of even thinner 
strands twisted into braids. Extremely thin gold wires were discovered 
intertwined in the finest threads--evidence of an intricate technology 
beyond the present capabilities of terrestrial science, according to 
Vysotskiy. 


SOTSIALISTICHESKAYA INDUSTRIYA of 25 July 1989 reported that a UFO 
sighting had been claimed by engineer Yuriy Ponomarenko and a group of 
workers at a collective farm in the Dnepropetrovsk region” The object vas 
described as a disk with two beams of light emanating from its sides. The 
witnesses maintained that they had observed the object on the ground for 
about 20 minutes, and that it emitted no sound when it flew away. 


The August 1989 issue of the Soviet journal NAUKA I ZHIZN included a 
9-page article which, after summarizing the history of UFO sightings in 
general, contrasted some of the views of the "skeptics" with some of the 
opinions of the "enthusiasts" on the numerous reported UFO sightings in the 
USSR, including incidents in Serpukhov, Petrozavodsk, and Rudnya. 

According to the "enthusiasts," UFOs have left evidence of their visits on 
many occasions, including the Serpukhov incident in which, they claim, a 
UFO left a circular depression in the grass with a diameter of 4 meters. 
The skeptics maintain that most of this so-called "evidence" can be 
explained as having no connection with extraterrestrial intelligence. Many 
of the sightings could be attributed to rocket testing, for example. 
Academician Vladimir Vasilyevich Migulin, director of the Terrestrial 
Magnetism, Ionosphere, and Radio Wave Propagation Institute in Troitsk, 
which has a section for the investigation of anomalous phenomena in the 
atmosphere, maintains that over 90 percent of UFO sightings can be 
nullified by such mundane explanations. 


STROITELNAYA GAZETA of 16 September 1989 reported that in August a 
group of observers including physical scientist Elvir Kurchenko began 
investigating another circular depressed area in a forest near Surgut'after 
a worker claimed that a UFO had visited the site. 


SOTSIALISTICHESKAYA INDUSTRIYA of 30 September 1989 noted that media 
all over the Soviet Union vere receiving reports of UFO sightings on the 
ground and in the air, adding that the paper's editorial office vas 
revieving hundreds of reports related to UFO incidents. In response to 
this deluge of reports, the paper intervieved Anatoliy Listratov, chairman 
of the section of the All-Union Astronomical and Geodesic Society assigned 
to the study of anomalous phenomena, vho said that although his group is 
"still wandering around ín the darkness," some ímportant developments in 
the investigations had recently occurred. He stated that "at the sites of 
the landings...the operating frequency of a crystal-controlled oscillator 
changes. Simply speaking, electronic timepieces run at rates that are 
either too fast or too slov." 


Listratov noted that Soviet military officers and pilots had recently 
started providing some documentation on UFO sightings. As an example, he 
stated that he had documentary information regarding an encounter betveen 
Soviet aircraft and a UFO over the city of Borisov? The crevs of tvo 
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Soviet aircraft reported seeing a large flying disk in their vicinity with 
five beams of light emanating from it: three beams were directed toward 
the ground and two were projected upward when the object was first sighted. 
The ground controller instructed one of the planes to alter its course and 
approach the object, at which point the disk flew to the same level and 
aimed one of its beams at the approaching Soviet plane, illuminating the 
cockpit. Listratov cited the pilot’s log as stating: “At this time, the 
copilot vas at the controls. He observed the maneuver that the object had 
just carried out and vas able to raise his hand to shield himself from the 
unbearable light. The aircraft commander was resting in the adjoining 
Seat, and a bright ray of light, projecting a spot with a diameter of 20 
centimeters, passed across his body. Both pilots felt heat." 


According to Listratov, the aircraft commander and his copilot both 
became "invalids" shortly after the incident. The copilot was forced to 
leave his job due to a sudden deterioration in his health, including the 
onset of sudden prolonged periods of "loss of consciousness." The aicccaft 
commander died vithin a fev months. The cause of death vas listed as 
"cancer," and "injury to the organism as a result of radiation from an 
unidentified flying object" vas listed as a contributing factor on the 
official medical record in the hospital where the commander died, according 
ta Listratov. 


Listratov told SOTSIALISTICHESKAYA INDUSTRIYA that about 95 percent of 
UFO sightings could be explained, and investigations have often revealed 
them to be burned-out rocket stages or the remnants of unsuccessful rocket 
launches. It is the 5 percent that cannot be explained that is causing all 
the commotion among Soviet scientists and military personnel. Instead of 
the widespread skepticism that he had expected when he first began to 
interviev military personnel, he noted that officers and soldiers had told 
him about their ovn encounters with UFOs, and they had even shown him 
ceports that had heen completely filled ouc on official forms. 


KOMSOMOLSKAYA PRAVDA of 7 October reported that the Soviet Union had 
just opened an official center for the study of UFOs in Moscow. 
Physicists, geologists, astronomers, and psychologists are teaching courses 
on the various characteristics of the UFOs that have been reported and the 
types of equipment necessary to-investigate UFO sightings. 


On 9 October the Soviet news agency TASS reported that a UFO had landed 
in a park in the city of Voronezh3 TASS reported that the object had been 
observed by many witnesses before it left. 


KOHSOMOLSKAYA PRAVDA of 12 October reported that a group of scientists 
had visited a field in Perm Oblast¥to investigate claims that a UFO had 
landed in that area and had left behind a circular impression measuring 62 
meters in diameter. 


KRASNAYA ZVEZDA of 13 October suggested that mass hysteria may be an 
important factor contributing to the recent outburst of widespread claims 
of encounters with UFOs in the USSR. According to the paper, many elements 
of the Soviet media vere fanning this phenomenon, which it compared to the 
hysteria resulting from Orson Velles” radio broadcast in 1938 about an 
invasion of the United States by extraterrestrials. 


The 19-25 Ocrober issue of POISK carried an article contrasting the 
viewpoints of scientists from the two main Soviet institutes presently 
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engaged in investigating UFO reports--the nevly established center for UFO 
studies in the Palace of Culture of Power Engineers in Moscow and the 
Terrestrial Magnetism, Ionosphere, and Radio Wave Propagation Institute, 
which has branches in Troitsk, Leningrad, and Irkutsk. Physicist Yuriy 
Platov of the Terrestrial Magnetism Institute does not believe the claims 
of scientists who maintain they have found remnants in Dalnegorsk of a UFO 
constructed by extraterrestrials, and he is convinced that the materials 
found at that site are really only the remnants of the unsuccessful launch 
of a Soviet rocket in that region. He believes that many of the other 
reports of UFOs can be explained by the inability of the observers to 
recognize the phenomenon known as “ball lightning." 


The POISK article contrasted Platov’s view with that of another 
-physical scientist, Vladimir Azhazha, who was recently elected chairman of 
the new All-Union Commission for the Study of Unidentified Flying Objects 

of the Union of Scientific and Engineering Societies. Azhazha compared 
reports of a UFO crash in the USSR with a claim by UFO enthusiasts in the 
United States that a UFO had crashed in the desert near Roswell, New 
Mexico, in 1947. He believes there is sufficient evidence to support the 
claims of UPFO crashes in both cases--in Dalnegorsk and in Roswell. In the 
latter case, he cited the testimony of eyevitnesses vho maintained that 
they had seen the bodies of four extraterrestrials lying near the smashed 
Spacecraft. According to Platov, however, the eyewitnesses in the Roswell 
case vere mistaken. He believes that the object that crashed was a USAF 
experimental rocket with four Rhesus monkeys aboard and that the accident 
was the result of an unsuccessful launch attempt at the dawn of the space 
era. 


SOTSIALISTICHESKAYA INDUSTRIYA of 21 Octobgr noted that hundreds of 
residents had reported observing a UFO in Omsk'and that many of these 
eyevitnesses had reported the sighting directly to the paper's office in 
Omsk. The article included a report by an "authoritative" military 
officer, Maj V. Loginov, who stated: "I must tell you straíght off that 
radar did not detect this object, and so I am reporting visual 
observations. The object vas passing over at an altitude of several 
kilometers. The visible shining sphere appeared to be about one and a half 
times as large as the moon's shape in the night sky. Four projectors--some 
parallel and some at angles to the Earth--vere casting very bright beams. 
The object vas in the field of vision for about 5 minutes...hovering...over 
the civil airport before descending a little. Then the projectors vere 
turned off and a vhirling plume trail instantaneously appeared around this 
Shining sphere. The object began to recede rapidly in a direction from the 
northwest to the east at the same time that flights vere being carried out 
from a neighboring airport. Pilots vere able to observe it visually, but 
they could not detect ít on their radar screens.... Radar signals could 
not be reflected from it. This object was immediately reported up the 
chain-of-command, and our colleagues in the Altay Kray, in the area tovard 
which the object flev, reported back to us vithin 5 minutes that they had 
it under visual observation. That meant that ít had covered a distance of 
approximately 600 kilometers at a speed of about 7,000 kilometers per 
hour." 


According to Loginov, all observations indicated that the object vas a 


UFO being controlled by some kind of intelligence and that it vas not 
merely some kind of anomalous atmospheric phenomenon.

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SOVETSKAYA KULTURA of 28 October reported on the results of a 
conference in Petrozavodsk of about 100 Soviet scientists representing the 
"various branches of science and technology." The main topic of discussion 
vas the multitude of claims of recent UFO sightings in the USSR. According 
to SOVETSKAYA KULTURA, more questions about UFOs vere raised at this 
conference than vere answered. 


LITERATURNAYA GAZETA of 1 November reported that Voronezh, vhere some 
observers had claimed to have vitnessed the landing and take-off of a UFO, 
has become the place for a "pilgrimage" by correspondents seeking 
sensational nevs for their nevspapers, regardless of the controversial 


nature of the so-called "veighty evidence" being presented as proof that 
extraterrestrials had visited Voronezh.

At your request I have made a few inquiries regarding the past 
law enforcement “career of Don Ecker. As you indicated, and as I 
have myself discovered, Mr. Ecker claims to have had ten years in 
law enforcement as a criminal investigator for the State of Idaho 
as well as experience with the Canyon County Sheriff's Dept. 

First and foremost, my inquiries are not based upon any known 
infractions of law, but are to confirm or refute a claim of a 
particular career in law enforcement. 


My research has revealed the following: 


Donald Francis Ecker II was employed as a prison guard for the 
State of Idaho from Sept of 1981 through Sept of 1982. In the fall 
of 1982 he went to work for the Canyon County Sheriff's Department 
^s a Narcotics Officer. This employment as a Narc lasted only six 
weeks. He then returned to working as a prison guard until July of 
1987. His departure from work as a guard is related to an 
unfortunate training accident in which he discharged a shotgun into 
his left leg, causing it’s loss from the knee down. 

A check with other law enforcement agencies as well as the 
State of Idaho Bureau of Investigation reveals no employment as a 
eriminal investigator at any time. Pertinent cross-referencing of 
Mr. Ecker's ID verifying information, including his photograph as 
published alongside magazine articles he authored, were circulated 
between the Canyon County Sheriff's Dept.,the prison, and the 
bureau of Investigation. “his resulted in positive confirmation 
that the Don Ecker I researched and the Don Ecker you know are one 
and the same individual. 

I cannot disclose more specific information regarding his 
employment, such as the reason for the brevity of service with the 
Sheriff’s Dept in Canyon County. However, any competent 
investigator can easily retreive this information and much more. 
Since your request was regarding confirmation or refutation of Mr. 
feker’s claims to a past as a criminal investigator, I have limited 
my report to information that is available to the public sector. 

In conclusion, there is apparently no support whatsoever for 
Mr. Ecker's claim to having been a "criminal investygat 
years in the State of Idaho."

APPENDIX C: ALIEN IMPLANTS 


In one method, the incividual is made to don a helmet covered 
with wires, and a crystalline cubic affair is put into a niche in 
the top of the helmet and a strobe light is made to play on the 
individual's optic nerve in order to entrain patterns onto their 
brain waves.

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1. Motivation and Objectives 

The world problematique formulated by the CLUB OF ROME is not only global in 
nature, involving factors traditionally considered as unrelated, but also points to the 
crisis situations which are developing in spite of the noblest of intentions and, indeed, 
as their corollary. To point out the problematique and the spectrum of critical and 
traumatic situations it entails is not enough; the acceptance of the reality of the 
problematique MUST BE FOLLOWED BY CHANGES IF THE CONCERN IS NOT 
TO REMAIN PURELY ACADEMIC. It is necessary, therefore, to present the issues 
within the problematique in specific and relevant terms which requires regions 
interpretation of the global issues. Furthermore, a basis should be provided for the 
resolution of conflicts (inevitably accompanying the problematique-type situations) 
through cooperation rather than confrontation. These factors have provided the 
motivation for initiation of the Strategy for Survival project which calls for the 
construction of a regionalized and adaptive model of the total world system with tht 
following specific objectives: 

(1) TO ENABLE THE IMPLEMENTATION OF SCENARIOS FOR THE 
FUTURE DEVELOPMENT OF THE WORLD SYSTEM which represent visions of 
the world future stemming from different cultures and value systems and reflecting 
hopes and fears in different regions of the world. 

(ii) To develop a planning and options-assessment tool for long-range issues, and 
thereby TO PROVIDE A BASIS FOR CONFLICT RESOLUTION by cooperation 
rather than confrontation. 

2. Basic Structure of the Model 

The basic characteristics of the model are: 

G) THE WORLD SYSTEM IS REPRESENTED in terms of interacting regions with 
provisions made to investigate any individual country or subregion in the context of 
regional and global development. Presently the world system is represented BY TEN 
REGIONS: NORTH AMERICA, WESTERN EUROPE, EASTERN EUROPE, 
JAPAN, REST OF DEVELOPED WORLD, LATIN AMERICA, MIDDLE EAST, 
REST OF AFRICA, SOUTH AND SOUTH EAST ASIA, AND CHINA. 

(ii) In order to be able to deal with the complex of factors involved in problematique 

in a way which is sound, credible and systematic, a hierarchical structure has bee 
adopted for the model in which each level in the hierarchy represents the evolution of 
the world system within a context defined by a given set of laws and principles. 
Specifically, the levels involved are: 
GEO-PHYSICAL, ECOLOGICAL, TECHNOLOGICAL (MAN-MADE ENERGY 
AND MASS TRANSFERS), ECONOMIC, INSTITUTIONAL, SOCIO- 
POLITICAL, VALUE-CULTURAL AND HUMAN-BIOLOGICAL. Such and 
approach enables an optimal use of confirmed scientific knowledge and available data, 

(iii) An adequate view of the conditions in which the problematique is emerging and 
under which the solutions must be found require the recognition of the purposive 
aspects of the human community and adaptiveness of human beings. The model of the 
world system will have, therefore, two parts: 

(1) the so-called causal part, representing dynamical processes which follow histoical 
patterns of development and (2) the so-called goal-seeking part which represents 
purposive changes under new conditions. The goal-seeking part in turn includes two

levels: the decision-making or actions level and the norms level; the former represents 
the purposive response of the system while the latter represents the values and norms 
which constrain and condition such a response. 


3. Progress in the Model Construction 

The construction of the model as described in Sec. 2 and with the objectives as 

specified in Sec. 1 is certainly a rather complex task and the research is organized to 
proceed in parallel in several directions. The overall assessment of the model status is 
the following: 
The model has been developed up to the stage where it can be used for policy analysis 
related to a number of critical issues, such as: energy resources utilization and 
technology assessment; food demand and production; population growth and the 
affect of timing of birth control programs; reduction of inequities in regional economic 
developments; depletion dynamics of certain resources, particularly oil reserves; 
phosphorus use as fertilizer; regional unemployment; constraints on growth due to 
labor, energy or export limitation, etc. 

Specific developments which enable use of the model as described above include the 
following: 

1. A COMPUTER MODEL OF THE WORLD ECONOMIC SYSTEM HAS 
BEEN DEVELOPED AND VALIDATED BY AN EXTENSIVE SET OF DATA. The 
model has two levels - macro and micro. On the MACRO LEVEL the model of each 

region INCLUDES THE GROSS REGIONAL PRODUCT, TOTAL IMPORTS AND 
EXPORTS, CAPITAL AND LABOR PRODUCTIVITY AND VARIOUS 
COMPONENTS OF FINAL DEMAND SUCH AS PUBLIC CONSUMPTION, 
GOVERNMENT EXPENDITURE, AND TOTAL INVESTMENT.

CONSTRUCTION. The input-output framework is used for the intermediate 
demands. A FULL SCALE MICRO TRADE MATRIX ALSO HAS BEEN 
DEVELOPED. 

2. A WORLD POPULATION MODEL HAS BEEN CONSTRUCTED IN TERMS 
OF THE SAME REGIONS AS THE ECONOMIC MODEL. The model has been 
validited by the data available. In each region the population structure is represented in 
terms of four age groups with appropriate delays which make possible assessment of 

population momentum and assessment of the effectiveness of implementation of 

various population control measures. 

3. AN ENERGY MODEL HAS BEEN CONSTRUCTED which gives for each 
region the consumption and production of energy and interregional exchange of energy 
resources as a function of economic factors. Energy is treated both in composite terms 
and in reference to individual energy sources, namely solid fuel, liquid fuel, nuclear, 
gas and hydro. 


4. A FOOD PRODUCTION AND ARABLE LAND USE MODEL HAS BEEN 
CONSTRUCTED which allows the assessment of a number of food related issues 
including: the need and availability of phosphorus required for intensive agriculture, 
AND THE CONSEQUENCES OF TIMING AND MAGNITUDES OF NATURAL 
DISASTERS SUCH AS DROUGHT, CROP FAILURE DUE TO DISEASE, ETC. 
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5. A MAJOR CONCERN IN THE APPLICATION OF THE COMPUTER 
MODEL is its proper utilization so as to avoid dependence on the deterministic aspects 
of model operation. In order to avoid this an interactive method of computer 
simulation analysis has been developed. THE METHOD REPRESENTS A 
SYMBIOSIS OF MAN AND COMPUTER IN WHICH THE COMPUTER 
PROVIDES THE LOGICAL AND NUMERICAL CAPABILITY WHILE MAN 
PROVIDES THE VALUES, INTUITION AND EXPERIENCE. The method utilizes 
an option specification and selection program which enables the policy analyst or 
decision-maker to evaluate alternative options on various levels of the decision process, 
ie., with respect to goals, strategies, tactical and implementational factors. SPECIAL 
ATTENTION IS PAID TO THE NORM CHANGING PROCESSES. 
4. Progress in Application 

THE MODEL HAS BEEN USED both for the assessment of alternative scenarios 
for future regional and global developments (under different regional conditions) as 
well as in the interactive mode selection of policy options (specifically for the energy 
crises issues in developed regions). 

OUR EFFORTS IN THE IMMEDIATE FUTURE WILL BE CONCENTRATED 
ON FURTHER USE OF THE ALREADY DEVELOPED MODEL. THE PLANS 
INCLUDE EMPHASIS IN THE FOLLOWING THREE DIRECTIONS: 

(i) Assessment in the changes over time of the span of options available to solve some 
major crisis problems. 

(ii) IMPLEMENTATION of the regional models in different parts of the world and 
their connection via a satellite communication network for the purpose of joint 
assessment of the long term global future by teams from the various regions. 

(iii) Implementation of the vision for the future outlined by leaders from an 
underdeveloped region in order TO ASSESS with the model EXISTING OBSTACLES 
AND THE MEANS WHEREBY THE VISION MIGHT BECOME REALITY.

Our Miami, Florida, Office on November 23,1963, advised 
that the Office of Coordinator of Cuban Affairs in Miami advised that the 
Department of State feels some misguided anti-Castro group might capi- 
talize on the present situation and undertake an unauthorized raid 
against Cuba, believing that the assassination of President John F. Ken- 
nedy might herald a change in U. S. policy, which is not true. 


Our sources and informants familiar with Cuban matters 
in the Miami area advise that the general feeling in the anti-Castro Cuban 
community is one of stunned disbelief and, even among those who did 
not entirely agree with the President's policy concerning Cuba, the feel- 
ing is that the President's death represents a great loss not only to the 
U.S. but to all of Latin America. These sources know of no plans for un- 
authorized action against Cuba. 


An informant who has furnished reliable information in the 
past and who is close to a small pro-Castro group in Miami has advised 
that these individuals are afraid that the assassination of the President 
may result in strong repressive measures being taken against them and, 
although pro-Castro in their feelings, regret the assassination. 


The substance of the foregoing information was orally 
furnished to Mr. George Bush of the Central Intelligence Agency and Cap- 
tain William Edwards of the Defense Intelligence Agency on November 
23,1963, by Mr. W. T. Forsyth of this Bureau.

though not yet expressly put forth, is the development of 
a long-range sequence of  space-research projects with 
largely unattainable goals. This kind of program offers 
several advantages lacking in the social welfare model. 
First, it is unlikely to phase itself out, regardless of the 
predictable "surprises" science has in store for us: the 
universe is too big. In the event some individual project 
unexpectedly succeeds there would be no dearth of  sub- 
stitute problems. For example, if colonization of the 
moon proceeds on schedule, it could then become  "neces- 
sary" to establish a beachhead on Mars or Jupiter, and so 
on. Second, it need be no more dependent on the general 
supply-demand economy than its military prototype. 
Third, it lends itself extraordinarily well to arbitrary 
control. 

Space research can be viewed as the nearest modern 
equivalent yet devised to the pyramid-building, and 
similar ritualistic enterprises, of ancient societies. It is 
true that the scientific value of the space program, even 
of what has already been accomplished, is substantial on 
its own terms. But current programs are absurdly and 
obviously disproportionate, in the relationship of the 
knowledge sought to the expenditures committed. All 
but a small fraction of the space budget, measured by 
the standards of comparable scientific objectives, must 
be charged de facto to the military economy. Future 
space research, projected as a war surrogate, would 
further reduce the "scientific" rationale of its budget to 
a minuscule percentage indeed. As a purely economic 
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SUBSTITUTES FOR THE FUNCTIONS OF WAR 63 


substitute for war, therefore, extension of the space  pro- 
gram warrants serious consideration. 

In Section 3 we pointed out that certain disarmament 
models, which we called conservative, postulated ex- 
tremely expensive and elaborate inspection systems. 
Would it be possible to extend and institutionalize such 
systems to the point where they might serve as economic 
surrogates for war spending? The organization of fail- 
safe inspection machinery could well be ritualized in a 
manner similar to that of established military processes. 
"Inspection teams" might be very like armies, and their 
technical equipment might be very like weapons. In- 
flating the inspection budget to military scale presents 
no difficulty. The appeal of this kind of scheme lies in 
the comparative ease of transition between two parallel 
systems. 

The "elaborate inspection" surrogate is fundamentally 
fallacious, however. Although it might be economically 
useful, as well as politically necessary, during the disarm- 
ament transition, it would fail as a substitute for the 
economic function of war for one simple reason.  Peace- 
keeping inspection is part of a war system, not of a 
peace system. It implies the possibility of weapons  main- 
tenance or manufacture, which could not exist in a world 
at peace as here defined. Massive inspection also implies 
sanctions, and thus war-readiness. 

The same fallacy is more obvious in plans to create 
a patently useless "defense conversion" apparatus. The 
long-discredited proposal to build "total" civil defense 
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obvious  destabilizing effect of any global social welfare 
surrogate on politically necessary class relationships 
would create an entirely new set of transition problems 
at least equal in magnitude. 

Credibility, in fact, lies at the heart of the problem 
of developing a political substitute for war. This is where 
the space-race proposals, in many ways so well suited as 
economic substitutes for war, fall short. The most ambi- 
tious and unrealistic space project cannot of itself gen- 
erate a believable external menace. It has been hotly 
argued? that such a menace would offer the "last, best 
hope of peace," etc, by uniting mankind against the 
danger of destruction by "creatures" from other planets 
or from outer space. Experiments have been proposed to 
test the credibility of an  out-of-our-world invasion threat; 
it is possible that a few of the more difficult-to-explain 
"flying saucer" incidents of recent years were Im fact 
early experiments of this kind. If so, they could hardly 
have been judged encouraging. We anticipate no diffi- 
culties in making a "need" for a giant super space pro- 
gram credible for economic purposes, even were there 
not ample precedent; extending it, for political purposes, 
to include features unfortunately associated with science 
fiction would obviously be a more dubious undertaking. 

Nevertheless, an effective political substitute for war 
would require "alternate enemies," some of which might 
seem equally farfetched in the context of the current 
war system. It may be, for instance, that gross pollution 
of the environment can eventually replace the possibility 
of mass destruction by nuclear weapons as the principal 
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apparent threat to the survival of the species. Poisoning 
of the air, and of the principal sources of food and water 
supply, is already well advanced, and at first glance 
would seem promising in this respect; it constitutes a 
threat that can be dealt with only through social organ- 
ization and political power. But from present indications 
it will be a generation to a generation and a half before 
environmental pollution, however severe, wil be suffi- 
ciently menacing, on a global scale, to offer a possible 
basis for a solution. 

It is true that the rate of pollution could be increased 
selectively for this purpose; in fact, the mere modifying 
of existing programs for the deterrence of pollution could 
speed up the process enough to make the threat credible 
much sooner. But the pollution problem has been so 
widely publicized in recent years that it seems highly 
improbable that a program of deliberate environmental 
poisoning could be implemented in a politically accept- 
able manner. 

However unlikely some of the possible alternate en- 
emies we have mentioned may seem, we must emphasize 
that one must be found, of credible quality and  magni- 
tude, if a transition to peace is ever to come about with- 
out social disintegration. It is more probable, in our 
judgment, that such a threat will have to be invented, 
rather than developed from unknown conditions. For 
this reason, we believe further speculation about its puta- 
tive nature ill-advised in this context. Since there is 
considerable doubt, in our minds, that any viable  poli- 
tical surrogate can be devised, we are reluctant to com-

of the United States as to Central and South America and the enunciation 
of Japan's attitude toward China. In the first there is on the part of the 
United States no engagement or promise, while in the other Japan volun- 
tarily announces that Japan will herself engage not to violate the political 
or territorial integrity of her neighbor, and to observe the principle of the 
open door and equal opportunity, asking at the same time other nations to 
respect these principles. 

Therefore, gentlemen, you will mark the wide difference and agree with 
me, I am sure, that the use of the term is somewhat loose and misleading. 
I ask you to note this with no suggestion that I can or any one else does 
question. the policy or attitude of your country, which we well know will 
always deal fairly and honorably with other nations. 

As you must have noticed, I have persistently struck one note every 
time I have spoken. It has been the note of warning against German in- 
trigue in America and in Japan—intrigue which has extended over a period 
of more than ten years. I am not going to weary you with a repetition of 
this squalid story of plots, conceived and fostered by the agents of Germany, 
but I solemnly repeat the warning here in this most distinguished gathering, 
so thoroughly representative of the highest ideals of American journalism. 

In my speeches at various places I have endeavored to speak frankly 
on all points at issue or of interest at this time. There are, of course, some 
things which can not be openly discussed, because of a wise embargo upon 
unwise disclosures, but I am confident that from this time forward we will 
be able to effectively cooperate in all matters tending to secure a victory 
in this struggle which means so much for all of us, and that throughout all 
the years to come, differences of opinion or difficulties arising between our 
two countries will be settled, as all such questions and difficulties can be 
settled, between close friends and partners. 

I thank you, sir, for your hospitality and for your courtesy. I assure 
you, gentlemen, again that we appreciate more than I can express the high 
consideration, the patriotism, and the broad and friendly spirit with which 
you have treated this Mission from Japan. 


Comptroller William A. Prendergast was next called upon. He said in 


Mr. Chairman, Viscount Ishii, gentlemen of the Commission, Your 
Excellency, and gentlemen: Our host has asked me to say a word of wel- 
come to Viscount Ishii and associate members of the Commission in the 
name of the great city of New York. 

It would seem to me that it is hardly necessary even to attempt to 
repeat the very great pleasure and honor and happiness that it gives New 
York to have you as its guests. 

Now, Viscount Ishii, might I at this time sound a note which may be 
somewhat contrary to that which has been the dominant idea of our dis- 
cussions upon these occasions? We have treated, and naturally, of war. 
That is the thought that is uppermost in our minds. It is the thing that is 
in the thought tad the mind of man, woman, and child—war. I can say 
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detestable war, because war is detestable, and we are fighting this war today 
for the purpose of driving out war permanently. That is the great object 
of our entering this war, or one of the great objects, and I am sure that it 
is also one of yours. It was a great relief to us—a great relief to the civil- 
ized world—that when this war broke out you were in your position of 
primacy upon the Pacific, there to guard effectively and effectually against 
the diplomatic depredations that might have taken place if Germany had 
been permitted to do as she was disposed to do in China. For the service 
that you rendered in that respect the world is indeed your debtor. But the 
idea that I think we should also have in mind, as well as winning the war, 
as well as prosecuting it to a successful finish, is this: While we are en- 
gaged in this war, let us realize the ties that bind. Let us realize that 
brothers in war should be brothers in peace; that what we have at interest 
in the war we will also have at interest in times of peace; and during this 
struggle, when we are so close together, when we are fraternizing, as broth- 
ers should, when we are fecling toward each other as brothers should, let 
us lay the groundwork of a great commercial relation that no contingency 
or exigency will ever disturb in the future, the groundwork of a commercial 
relation that will draw us'so close together that we will realize the genuine 
ties of brotherhood. That, I think, is one of the great desires of the Amer- 
ican people, and that is one of the great desires that New York expresses 
to you, at the conclusion of your happy visit to us. 


John Dewey, Professor of Philosophy in Columbia University, who was the 
next speaker, was listened to with great intentness. He said: 


globe would be an attack from some other planet. In the face of such an 
alien enemy, people would respond with a sense of their unity of interest 
and purpose. We have the next thing to that at the present time. Before 
a common menace, North and South America, the Occident and Orient 
have done an unheard of thing, a wonderful thing, a thing which, it may 
well be, future history will point to as the most significant thing in these 
days of wonderful happenings. They have joined forces amply and inti- 
mately in a common cause with one another and with the European nations 
which were most directly threatened. What a few dreamers hoped might 
happen in the course of some slow coming century has become an accom- 
plished fact in a few swift years. In spite of geographical distance, unlike 
speech, diverse religion, and. hitherto independent aims, nations from every 
continent have formed what for the time being is nothing less than a world | 
b, state, an immense cooperative action in behalf of civilization. 

It is safe to say that, with all its preparedness, Germany never antici- 
pated this result. Even now the fact is so close to us that even we, who 
have been brought together, are too much engaged in the duties which the 
union imposes to realize the force of the new and unique creation of a I 

C-, union of peoples, yes, of continents. The imagination is not yet capable 
of taking it in. 

It has been more tian once noted that Germany has exhibited an ecx- 
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traordinary spectacle to the world. It has stood for organization at home and 
disorganization abroad, for cooperative effort among its own people and for 
division and hostility among all other peoples. All through the earlier years 
of the war the intellectuals of Germany appealed for sympathy in this coun- 
try because of what Germany had done in the way of social legislation and 
administration to promote the unity of all classes, use of its efficiency in 
organization, because of the intelligent efforts it had made to secure domestic 
prosperity. But, at the same time, as events have since only too clearly 
demonstrated, it was bending every energy of corrupt and hateful intrigue 
to disunite the American people among themselves and to incite suspicion, 
jealousy, envy, and even active hostility between the American nation and 
other nations, like Mexico and Japan, with whom we had every reason to 
live in amity and no reasons of weight for anything but amity. In the light 
of this exhibition, German love of organization and cooperative unity at 
home gains a sinister meaning. It stands convicted of falsity because born 
of a malicious conspiracy against the rest of the world. It loved unity and 
harmony, not for themselves, but simply as a means of bringing about that 
dominion of Germany over the world of which its remorseless and treacher- 
ous efforts to divide other peoples are the other half. 

The rest of the world, of the once neutral world, was, it must be con- 
fessed, slow to awake to Germany's plots and purposes. They seemed fan- 
tastic, unreal, in their unbridled lust for power and their incredibly bad 
faith. It was especially hard for us in this country, who have never been 
trained to identify our loyalty to our own country with hatred of any other, 
to realize that Germany's genius for efficiency and organization had become 
a menace to domestic union and international friendliness over the world. 
But finally in North America, as in South America, and in Asia, when the 
case became too clear for further doubt, Germany's challenge was met. 
Against Germany's efforts to disunite there arose a world united in en- 
deavor and achievement on a scale unprecedented in the history of this 
globe, a scale too vast not to endure and in enduring to make the future 
history of international relationships something very different from their 
past history.

Please accept this letter as our comments on behalf of 
Dr. Kurzweil for your consideration in issuing the Commissioner' 
recommendation to the Board of Regents in this matter. 


It is uncontested that there is no evidence of 
patient harm in this case. In all of the documentary evidence 
presented by BPMC never is any reference made therein by Dr. 
Kurzweil to patients or his medical practice. There is therefore 
no tangible evidence of or basis upon which any reasonable 
inference can be drawn of any potential for patient harm. 


We urge you in reviewing the transcript to carefull 
consider the credible testimony of two expert witnesses, Dr. 
Schwartz, a psychiatrist and Dr. O'Rourke, a psychologist, who have 
extensive experience and training not just generally in 
psychiatry/psychology, but more specifically and relevantly to this 
case, in assessing the mental health of individuals directly and 
specifically as to its relationship to the individual's 
occupational fitness. 


Dr. Schwartz carefully reviewed the entirety of the 
documentary evidence presented by BPMC, had two formal and several 
informal interviews with Dr. Kurzweil to assess his mental stat 
generally and to question him about the extensive correspondence 
with Mr. Hopkins and telephone messages, and he order 
psychological testing as another mode of confirmation. br.

diagnosis and assessment made by 1 ?MC's psychiatrist, Dr. Bryt, on 
the basis solely of one interview and nothing more; nor was there 
any information elicited that demonstrated patient harm on any 
potential whatsoever for patient harm. 


Dr. Kurzweil's relationship with Mr. Hopkins is certainly 
unfortunate, irregardless of the conflicting psychiatric labels 
attached to it, because it is that relationship, and nothing 
whatsoever involving his medical practice, that was the predicate 
for the instant proceedings. Mr. Hopkins in fact testified that 
he actively solicited various medical specialists to participate 
in his self-styled research by examining "abductees" but that Dr. 
Kurzweil had never become so involved. It is Dr. Kurzweil's 
concerns over Mr. Hopkins, a person with no medical or research or 
any formal training other than as an artist, engaging in 
potentially harmful hypnosis, experiments on individuals labeled 
as abductees by Mr. Hopkins, that led him to report these 
experiments, recently acknowledged by Mr. Hopkins in a "mystery' 
show on prime time television, to the authorities. Dr. Kurzweil's 
good faith inquiries as a physician to the Health Department and 
New York State Medical Society about these uncontrolled experiments 
by Mr. Hopkins are what led to an investigation of his relationship 
Mr. Hopkins and the instant proceedings. 


As the record indicates, Dr. Kurzweil is certainly not 
a wealthy man and his medical license is his only means of earning 
a livelihood to support himself and his infirm mother. He does not 
have a family and the ability to practice medicine is truly his 
whole life. The fact that his license has been placed in jeopardy 
by these proceedings has effectively served as a deterrent to his 
continuing his relationship with Mr. Hopkins and generating the 
emotional intensity of concern, in terms of its potential, to the 
Hearing Committee. Dr. Kurzweil most importantly has demonstrated 
that he has the capacity to modify his behavior appropriately in 
that he has not contacted Mr. Hopkins since early May. 


The documentary evidence, relied upon exclusively by the 
Hearing Committee in its report as the factual underpinnings, for 
its conclusion and penalty recommendation was correspondence 
directed to Mr. Hopkins or generated by his relationship with Mr.

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recommendation was unique to Dr. Kurzweil's involvement with Mr. 
Hopkins and that relationship has been concluded. The termination 
of Dr. Kurzweil's interest in Mr. Hopkins and his activities has 
thus eliminated the  'potentíal' of concern by the Hearing 
Committee. As importantly, by this long and troubled chapter in 
his life finally coming to a conclusion, Dr. Kurzweil has been able 
to again focus his energies entirely on his career and find ways 
to channel his energy productively and appropriately by building 
up his practice and/or finding appropriate employment in medicine. 


It is respectfully requested that strong consideration 
be given to the assessment of Doctors Schwartz and O'Rourke, the 
fact that there is no evidence of patient harm nor is there any 
tangible evidence of or credible psychiatric basis for inferring 
any potential patient harm and the fact that conduct at issue was 
unique to Dr. Kurzweil's relationship with Mr. Hopkins and that 
Dr. Kurzweil has shown the capacity to appropriately modify his 
conduct by ending the relationship and moving forward with his 
life. We respectfully suggest that accordingly the Commissioner's 
Recommendation should be a modification of the Hearing Committee 
Recommendation as follows: That Dr. Kurzweil be limited to 
practicing in an institutional or other supervised setting until 
there has been assessment and treatment, if any, by an approved 
psychiatrist. This penalty recommendation would be a more 
appropriate response to the record as a whole while giving the 
Health Department and the Board of Regents assurance that any 
concerns about public health, safety, welfare would be adequately 
safeguarded.
